AN INFORMATION TO THE READER OF 
the Stateof BREDA Formerly. <A bs 


FAVRTEOVS READER, theCirtie of Breda , taken in 

oo this yeare by his Highnefle the Prince of Cranze, lyingin the 
Land of Kempex , is a part of the Dukedome of great Brabant, and 
the Head-Towne ofa braue Barrony, hauing 16 villages, anda wal- 
led Towne vnder the Juriſdiction thereof. Among the which,there 
15 Steen-bergen , a Towne newly fortifyed, with a Strong-Forr, or 
two vpon the hanen, Ro/endale a great, and a very pleaſant village,and 
Offerhout a goodly Lord-ship. This Citty is fituated , 'vpon a riger - 
called the <Marck, whoſe headf{pring beginneth ſome foure English 
Miles aboue Hoogh-/trate. It lycth one and twentie English miles & 
a halfe from Lier,one and twenty from < Anweype, 15 from Bergin op 
Zoom, 15 from Turnhont, 9 from Sexenberke, and 6 from Getruyden- 
berke, 

This Citty , and Barronie fell by marriageto the illuſtrions hoaſe 
of Naffaw Anno 14 04 , two hundred three and thirty yeares agoe : 
For that yeare Count Englebert Eare af Nafjaw, Elpouſed the Lady 
Tanethe onely Inheritrix of this Barronie of Breda,and the Land of 
Leck: foralong time it was the Court, and ancient refidency of the 
Earles of Nagfaw, vntill ſuch time that Duke D'c Alva by his tirannie, 
droue Prince Will;am the old Prince of Orange,and Earle of Naffaw 
(his Highnes Father of famous memorie) out of his ancient inherj- 
tance, Ithathin ita goodly Caſtle double moated, tounded by 
Count Henry of Naſfaw,which if it had bene finishe.",according to the 
model thereof.,it would haue bene one of the beautitulleſt , & good- 
lieſt Structures of Brabant. Since the Warres began, it hath bene 
ſtrongly fortifiedwith many Bulwarks, Horneworks, Halic-moons,

Counterskarfe without it. This Towne hath ſuffered much by the 
wartes,as by ſurpriſes,blocking vp,8Seiges & hath beene ſubie& to.

both fides : For inthe yeere of our Lord 1585. Prince William of ta- 
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mous memorie enioyed it peaceably & till Haxtzpenny,one of the En-- 


nemies Commanders; furprized it that yeare onthe 25 of Iune,pluny 
dred it, and burnt dinerſe houſes in it, and ſo itcontinewed vnder 
the power of the King of Spayne,vntill Prince Maurice ( of famous. 
Memorie)by a braue Stratagem,.vnder the conduct ofCaptaine He- 
raugier, who with 70 other yailliant , and reſolute men, hid vnder a 


Turfe-Schip , comming into the Caſtle by night, broke out of that 


couert Ambu/cado, cutt of a Corps de gard, and tooke in the Caſtle,8&. 


Prince M1 eieermarcting with part of the States Army ,. to ſfecond- 
his defſigneztooke in bath Caſtle,andTowne on the fonrth of march: 
intheyeare 1590. Afﬀerthis (being anill neighbour ro the Buſle) 
eAnthony Schtes the Gouenour thereof, and Lord of &rabbingdonct,, 
hadan other enterprizce vpon it, and falling on in the night with. 
4000 foote; and eleventroupe of horſe,thole of: Breda-takeiug the 
alarme bertimes, he finding them in a readeneſle to _entertaine hims. 
was beaten off with the loſle ofa hundred men. ——_ 

 Againe, Marqueſle $p/zo/a haueing ( Anno 1622 ) layne long be-.

eALorgan (then commaunding with the Gouernour, the Comman- 
ders,Captaines,officers 8 ſouldiers of all Nations,)that he could not 
get{o much as a foote of ground of them , though he attempredand:

me,who at laſt by the coming of Prince Morrice of happie memorie, 
and Count eALansfeild roRoſendale with the States Armic, not wil-

jeht witha great confuſion,leauing be hinde him a great many ſidk;. 
=. ik men, amunizion , viduals, and other ps. The Mar- 
queſle Spinolathen being Iealous ofhis honour, after Prince A au- 
rize had putt into Breda 6000 choiſe Souldiers, namely, his owne 
Guard, and moſt of the Coronels Companies,.came and fatt downe 
before it, onthe 28 of Auguſt. 1624. and having ſuſtayned the lofſe 
ofa great many braue men before Bergin, feareing to attempt the 
fame by Approches , (comanding a no Armiie)chooſe ratherto 
block it vp on all fides,and ſo knowing that many months, muſt cate 
many victualls,ſought rather to famishit out. Prince Maxriceeom- 
ming with the States Armie to the 24ay, hauing a greater defligne 
in his head, to witt , an Erterprize vpon the Caſtle of c Antweype, 
which would haue fetch the Marqueſfle from Breda: failing for want 
of Courage, and falling on ( as it is reported) gaue the Marqueye-

Vpon Friday, Satterday, and Sunday the 24. the 25. and 26. of 
luly, we wrought vpon the line with great expedition, whule the reſt 
of our army theſe three dayes lay in bataille.n Sunday before noon 
the quartermaſter Generall, & the particular quartertnaſters of eue- 
ry Regiment,drew out the French quarters vpon the heigrhs.and the 
znglish quarter vpon the heath neerer the towne. - And on 
Munday,being the 27 the Regiments,and companies drew into their 
quarters,and caſt yp a Trench before them,euen from the maſt wood 
tothe riner ſide.

Canon shot of Count Willzams quarter , who ſaluted them from 
His.Batteries , with our Ordinance, and ſlew.ſome toure, orfiue of 
them , $hott of the chaps of a horſe , which they left behind them., 

 &loretreated. Thoſe of Bredaſeing their freinds were come fo neare 
with. hopes of reliefe, did encourage them: and on the third, fourth 
and fifth of Auguſt, hung out lanternes vpon the topp of their high 
4tceple, toshew them the way into the Towne by night : butby the

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 vVigilencieofhis Highneſſe, our out-line by that time was made-fo 
ſtronge, that they durſt notyenter to breake through it. :

oards to a trauerſe, which they had caſt yp before their quarter, ſlew 
foure or fiue of the Ennemy , and finding there ſome of their foote, 
\ to ſecond them, our men retreated with the loſle alſo of ſome foure

On Fryday night the 14-of Auguſt the Cardinall Tnfante;ſeing noe 
poſſibilitic to breake through our line and Army , inthe night ſent 
away a part of his forces, who brake, vp,and fired their quarters , and: 
the next morningroſe with the groſle of his Army, marching to= 
wards Loone , & othervillages in Brabart,hauing a ſecret plotr, and 
enterpyize vpon the Sconce of the Yorne,and Thezl, and before that 
had giuen order. to thoſe troupes of his, which! were drawneout of: 
Gelders , Gennep, and Steuenſward, to march to theſe two places, who 
comming to the Maze {ide , & putting tome men in boatesto crofle 
ouer the riuer , into the Iland of the Vorne , were diſcouered on Sa- 
h terday night the 15 of Auguſt. A man of warre,and our men diſchar- 
oed many shot among them, which ſlew diuerle of their men, and 
leauing their.Scaling ladders behindrhe, were driuc to retreate;being 
reported, that theſe two places had warning & intelligence of them 
by a Boore, that rann from themz{o that if they had falne on,our men 
were prouided to entertaine them.

Monſieur Percexall,the quartermaſter Generall,to breake ground &

aboue namedtowards the hils,ypon which they made the firſt batte- 
ry;forfoure or five peeces of ordinarice, to: four our workemen , 
and to keepe the Ennemy from fallying our. - 
Upon Sunday the r6tharnights worke was repaired, and wy the 
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caſtvpa Trench, andgott'/76'Rod towards the towne, at the end 
whereof they made a good Redoubt:the French doing thelike from

of Count Solms, and the French Coronell ten Companies of their 
ownenation, the Gards,and the Walloons which garded with them. 
There was appointed, to goe downe with theſe two Coronells, to 
breake ground, 250. Commanded men with matterials, and our 
English that night,in running an oblique line, eott forward 72. rodd, 
or 864. foot, from the left corner of our firſt barterie, and atthe end 
thereof, made a large Corps of Gard to defend that approach. The 
French did the like that night, from theright corner ofthe batrerie, 
andhauing 5o-men more then the English they gott $0. rodd. The 
Ennemie Short much this night vpon our men, that garded the

and my Lord «Morgan shott through his briches, which bullet gra- 
zed ypon his buttock, without doing him any further harme. This 
might Captaine Franciſco, who commaunds Captaine Francis Veres 
Companie, had three of his men mortally wounded, whereof they 
all dyed with in two,orthree daies after, RIS 
Vpon wenſday morning being the 19, there was ſent downe into 
the approches, a Sariant; and-30. men of euery English,*and Dutch 
Regiment to repaire, heigthen, and enlarge the approach made that 
ao, OI about eleuen of the clock that day; the Ennemy fallied 
out of their wotkes , about fifty men upon the French approaches, 
thinking to haue cutt of ſome of thoſe that had the point. But Cap- 
tained E/cars, Lieutenant de Brett,and eAonfienr ta Terriere, who 
commanded Coronell Hauteriue his companie , with ſome French 
Voluntiers,, fell out of theirtrenches, and beate the Ennemy back 
againe into their workes. In this fallie the Fnnemy loſt a Captaine, 
a Sariant, and ſeuen or eight men, and had an other Sariant shottin 
his thigh, who had behaued himſelf ſo ſtoutly, that afterwards when 
there was a parley, the Prince of Orange being inthe approches,ſenr 
him foure double-piſtols, as a reward ofhis courage : So much he 
pnzeth valour, though in an Ennemy. 
The Ennemy being retreated into his workes, within hate an 
hower after, they beatea Parley, deſiring that they might ferch off 


theirs that was ſlaine vpon this ſeruice, His Highneſle; the Prince of 
Orange, being acquainted therewith , granted thema Parley for an 
howers time , & preſently after dinner the Prince came downe him- 


red, there were appointed Officers.on both ſides, to meete half way 
betwixt the Ennemics workes,and our Trenches,tillthey had ſoughe 
our, & ferchr of their dead. : The Prince on our fide ( witha french 
ofticier) commanded Monficur Tercexall, the quartermaſter Ge-

ſclfintorhe French approaches, and while the ceſſation ofarmes du- 
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nerall , and chiefe Jnginier forthe direRting of the French Approa- 
ches, to take ypon him the habit, and quality ofa Sariant, with a hal- 
bert in his hand, and to goe out, and entertayning diſcourſe with the 
Ennemies Officer , whuch should come out on their fide , should 
caſt his eye abouthim now and then , to diſcouer how the ground 
lay, and the Ennemies workes, that he might the better know, which 
way to run his approches towards them : neither was the Ennemy 
failing herein : for they ſent allo out of the Towne , their chicte 
Ingimier,to eſpye how ourline,and Trenches lay. Theſe two chicte 
Inginers meeting together,the Ennemies men to show thcir curte- 
ly » brought out of their Horneworke good Renish wine ,. and the 
beſt Bredaes Beere they could gett, and there they dranke two or 


three healths, to the Cardinal Infantes, the Prince of Oranges , and at 


laſt the Ennemies Inginier cnquiring how Monſteur Percexalldid, 
dranck a health vnto him, who vnknowne vnto the Ennemies Ingi- 


nier, pledged his owne health. 
On Wenfday night the 19 Count Solmscommanding in the Eng- 


lish, and' Dutch Approaches , two Sariants with Sixty workemen 


were ſent downe into the Trenches , and from the laſt nights co:ps Je 
guard, ranalineſlooping ſome fixty rod , and caſt vp an other Cops 


de guard at the end of it, & on the left hand beganto make a batrerie, 
we gott this night almoſt within two ſtones caſt of the Ennemies 
Horne-worke : the French likewite this night gottas much ground 
made likewiſe a Corps de guardyand aduanced their Approaches wel.

Ennemie ſallied out of their workes a matter of ſome 150 men,vpon 
the, English left hand ſapp., and came ſtealing along. betrweene 
their halfe modhe, before Ginnekens port, and their Horne-worke:

my fell vpon it, to retreate vnto the next (,orps de guard, the Enne-

Mr. Predeaux andfome other Gentlemen entring : " Lieutenant 
 Moyle drew his {word, and made his men fallvp vntohim againe.

their Horne-worke reporteth , that he himſelfe ( being shott free ) 
with ſome others , makeing anoiſe and crying S2,S4,giuing vs war- 
ning long enough of his comming , fell downe with his men from 
the topp of the Horne-worke to the bottome , to diſcouer our mine 
for that was their intent , Captaine «Aſonke the Coronels Captaine 
with four pikes, and a musketteir or two , meeting with them vn- 
der the Barmeoft the Horne-worke, encountred them on the fur- 
theſt ſide of the Dammeat push of the pike, beat them back againe 
which ſpoyled their diſcouerie : and thoſe men of theirs , which 
Showed their boddics,in giuing fire from the topp of their Horne- 
worke,our men fromall Corps de guard. powred fuch vollies of shot 
ypon them.,and by giuing fire from a Drake planted vpon the topp 


_ of our right hand Corps de guard , which carried two pounds of mus- 


kett bullets , made them pull downe their Eeads quickly , and keepe 
themſelues vnder couert. 

The next morning being munday the {cuenth of September, the 
English, and French mines being made readie , a meſſenger was ſent 
to his highnes thePrince of Oraxge,to acquaint him therewith, where 
vpon the Prince of Orange himſelfe, the Prince EleFonr with his bre- 
theren, and diuerſe other men of qualite , came downe into the ap- 
proaches, the Prince immediately gaue order , for the ſpringing

And Captaine Hamoead with his Enſigne on the luft hand; to 
ſecond Captaine Monke,with Captaine cAbrahall,there tell on theſe 
Noble Volunteirs, worthy Officers,and- Cauilleros of the Coronels 
Companie,my Lord Granaign,Captaine Croft, Captaine /a Meere;

Mr. Wilford, Mr. Baskerfeild, Mr. Lyle, and Mr. Waſton, with diuerſe 
other Gentlemen of quality. This Companie of pikes kept allwaies 
together. The English mine then being ſprung, and takeing good 
effect; Captaine eAonke , ere the ſmoake was. vanished , haſtens 
vptothe breach, and with his commanded men, fell vp to the very 


topp-ofit,where at firſt, he was entertained with ſome musketteires 


of the Ennemies : but they inſtantly gaue back, and he with his com- 
maunded men, of which halfe ſlunck away , aduanced forward into 
the worke, where he founda ſtand of pikes., of. aboutfixe, or ſeuen 
Icorereadie to receiue him. And falling,.in pell mel[vpon them, whe- 
ther by order,out of an affetion-to theCoronell, or for a revenge vp- 
onthe Ennemy.they gaue the word a Goring a Goring, and though 
the Ennemy were twile their number , yer Captaine Abrahall,be- 
ingfo brauely followed, witha Companie of gallant men, charged 
home vpon them, and came to push of the pike with them, and ſe- 
ing this aduantage that Captaine Morne fell vponthe left flanke of 
them, and gaulled them shordly with his Muskerteirs, Captaine <A-

The Ennemue being beaten out of their Horne-worke, Cap- 
tayne <Abrahall withthele.Voluntiers and Gentlemen,which held 


together, followed them ouera {mall bridg made of two plankes 


broade , at the end whereof,theEnnemie had planted a brafle peece 
charged with muskets-bullets whether they perſucd them lo faſt, 
that they had no time, to diſcharge it, fearing that they might kill 
ſome of their owne ment yet he that was to giue fire ſtayed ſo long, 
tilt Mr. Z/arington.clapped his hand ypon the peece,and eſpying the 
Canonier neerc vnto the peece,with-his linſtock in his hand charged 
his pike againſt hjs breſt, whereupon he took him priſoner and gaue 
him toa priuate Souldier,vpon this ſcruice he gott a Spanish blade 
fro a dead Officer: fro thence our me droue the Ennemie vp to their 
half moone before Gznnetins port with the lofle of 150 of their men 
at the leaſt,and comming to the Connterskarfe of the moate: ,. there 
our workemen turnd vp the Earth againſt the Ennemy, and caſt ypa. 
Breſt-worke-vpon it , which we held and maintayned: this feruice 
was thus performed , and much more fully ,. then was expected, 
wherevpon his Highneſle {ent fresh troupes, to relicue thole that 


had falne on, and as they came of, he embraſed Captaine <Abrahall,, 


and Captaine Hamend, aud thanked all the Officers, voluntiers ,, and. 
Gentlemen, who had performedo braue an action , and as ifhe re-. 
joyced, that Coronell Goring was in ſome Ft thus reuengcd onthe 
Ennemy, by the vatour of his Companic,thole ofhis Regiment,and, 
the otherCompanies, that were there,& ſo returned ſtrait way our of 
the Approaches to viſit him in his hutt ,.& did relate what had paſſed. 
vnto him., which he did with particular Chara@ers of the worth. of 
thoſe men,who had carryed themſclues ſo braucly-ypon rhis leruice, 
The moſt of the English.that entred the Home-worke, were nor. 
aboue two hundred inall, and the ns number of the French (NEE 
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the Command of Corotialf L4//3rnefue)carryed themſclies very 
vailliantly , and bravely vpon this peece of feruice ( and turne yp a 
Breſt-worke alſo againſt the Ennemy) ſo that the Ennemy were as 
ſtronge withintheir Horne-worke, as thoſe thatattempredir. Many 
priſoners were taken , "amongcthe reſt Don Godffedv ate Bergerie, a 
Spanish Captaine, who commanded the Horye-worke andthe out- 
workes, was taken prifonner by yohg Mr. Franc# Perceuall Inginier, 
who after he had recetued. two hurts at push of the pike from him, 
yeelded himſelfe prifonnertohim, next him Sezgnor Iuan D-cAlbe a 
Spanish ©4/eras (or Enſigne) was taken priſoner by <Monſrear Po- 
terie , a gentleman of Coronell cMſai/onefr Company.  Andafter 
the Ennemie had calted for a parlie;to ferch of their dead , while they 
werea tumbling their carkafes into a punt , a Burgonian Enfigne cal- 
led A/frern de Belle who ated thedeadmans part , rifing vp in bis 
Shirt,cryed for quarter to Lientetiant Windon , who takeing him pri. 
ſonner* ſenthim vp to Coronielf Co/epepper, who interrained him ve- 
very kindly,8& gue hima ſuite of cloaths,8& intreated euery Captaine 
ofthe watch of hi owneRegiment,to take him into their keeping,to 
lodex him well &ro giue tim frendly enterrainment, which they bid 
all nd Licuterianr 7hdox ganchisranfome, among the priuacrhure 
ſouldiets that were vpon.this ſeruize. Beſides, theſe men of quali- 
ty abouc mentioned, there were about 50 Spanyards, and*Burgoni-

Andthen being - puld back byghofe that 
were within the Gallerie , which held the-end of the match came 
ſafely back againe , and found by the markes vpon the match, thar 
wee wanted yet amatter of ſome 40 foote,from the end of ourRize- 
buſhes to the foundarion of the  Bulwarke , this Souldier for hisdiſ- 
couucrie was rewarded with twentic Rix-Dallers. |

licued Lieutenant Coroxell Hotles the worke was well advanced,not- 
withſtanding that the Ennemie shott much this night,both with their 
'Canon,and ſmall shotr to hinder vs. This night alſo there was a planck 
bridge, on Count Harrzes fide layd ouer the moateof the Horne- 
worke, before the Caſtle, which twiſe had ben.attempted- before, 
in makeing a Dam, but was then not found feſible. 4 

V-ponFryday night the ſecond, Lieutenant Coronell Thienen re- 
lieued Coronell Co/epepper,and aduanced theworke much, and this 
night there was a mine a preparing on Count Harrzes fide in the cor- 
ner of the Horxe-worke , where the Ennemic had cut it of. 

Upon Satterday the third, betweene eleuen and twelue of the 
cock Count Harries mine on the Caſtle {ide being readie, his High- 
neſſe gaue commaund, that this mine should be. fprung, and that 
Count Harrie, having ſapt a long the Horne-worke towards the 
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Raueling, which lay before the Caſtle, should aſſault both the Horn- 
worke, and the Raueling at once, atid withall to giue the'Ennemy 
worke onall ſides,gaue order alſo that theFrech this day being come. 
within'two pikes length of the Bulwarke, should fill vp the moate 
with Rize-buſches from the end of their Gallerie,to the barme of the **

Count Harries mine being then ſprung at the timeappointed, fell on

8& on Sunday mor- 
ning , about eight of the clock, his ngnocile gaue orderto my Lord 
Morgans, toattempt the laying ouer of our rize-bushes to heme of 
the Bulwarke , ſixe reſolute men were found out, which vndertooke 
it for 20-Rixdallersa peece, and others to bring Rizebushes, as faſt as 
wo couldto fill vp the moate. The end of the Gallerie being ope- 
ned, it was attempted,and, my Lord Morgan commanded that our 
Canon, and the musketteirs from all gardes, (eſpecialy his owne,) 
Should giue fire as faſt as they could, to fuour our mcn that were a 
laying ouer the rize-bushes,bur lying ſo open-to the Ennemies view, 
ordinance, the curtaine and Fanks ofthe Towne, the moſt of the 
vndertakers being all ſlaine and hurt, it was not found feifible at that 
time, till the obſcurity of the night might afford more $helter to 6ur 
Vpon' Sunday night the fourth of October, Count Solms com- 
maunded in the Approaches, and this night while our men gaue fire 
from all ſides , our Rize-buſshes were luckely layd ouer to the very. 
footeand barme of the Bulwark ,,,and blinds , ſett vp on thelett 
hand of the Rize-buſches, asa shelter for the Miners to come tothe.

Herbert Kinſman to the Coronell ,& ſonne to my Lord Herbert,who 
was Shott before through his arme, receined aſecondshot tearing his 
boote,& raizing the flesh of his righetoe along the bone. About cle- 
uen oftheclock tharday Hoſfages came out of the towne to his high- 
nes,and ours wentin;what followed vponiit,the Articles of Compo- 
ſitionhereuuto annexed,will rinetheReader to vnderſtand the par-.

He articles of Compoſition aboielaid'; being ſigned on both | 
 fide,agreat many of wagg2ns., & kartes to the numder of $00 . , 
were prouided out of the 4r17y , and the Barronie of Bred, to car- 
theEn Ennemy away. : Which ouer nightand on Satterday-Morning 
& tenth of 0s ber, wentinto the Citty to loade their goods-vpon 
them. About cight of the Clock the Princes guard, and the Com- 
_ eof Monſieur Witz Sariant eMatiour Generall, came and ſtood

Afﬀeer theſe followed <Monfreur Gomer Fourdine the Gonernour 'F 
who was taken priſoner by vs , when Count John of Naflaw ſay- 
led from Antwerp with his flecte in Sept.. Anno 1631.(Who alſo 

was turnd out of Skinckſconce the laſt of Aprill 1636, and now out: 
of Breda this yeere 16372)in a clofle coach hauing bin ſick of a feuer, 
but coming into the feild neere the prince. he came out of his coach 
and gott a horſe back:, and comming nigh vnto his highneſfle he 
light from his horſe, and rwo perſons that was with him, the Prince 
ſcing him coming towards him, lighted likewiſe from his horle, and 

after ſome ſalutations, and curtefies showed one to an other, having.

Laſtly.their, Arriergard conſiſted of 150 Spanyards , and Nepoli-

bands: and thus thee Reeye being paſt, they marched towards a vil-. 
lage called G{/er, butthe'nighr ouentaking them ( for it was foure a 
clock in the afrernoone ere the laſt of their reere marched out of the. 
Towne) they were taint to quarter that nighr vypon the heath,vnder- 
the heauens canopie , & on the morrow being the Sabboth day at the 
crecke of the day ſett forward their march towards eALachline, the 


Towne they defired to goe vnto. 
It refteth now that ſomthing be ſpoaken in what ſtate wee found: 


the Towne, aflone as the Ennemy had drawne off their men , from 
Ginnekens Bulwarke,in the bowels whereof his highnes had intended 
to haue ſprung to mines,and to haue made two breaches, our com- 
panies , which had the gardin the approches , had order from the 
Prince euery company according to their antiquity, to aduance and 
and mountVp to the topp of that Bulwarke , & to draw the formoſt 
companyes into the Market place. The Bulwarke was cut of twiſe, 
and they had made a Countermine in it , to haue met with ours, but 
haueing not powder enough to chamber init, being reported they 
had but 24 Barrels left in all,the whole towne,they durſt not venter 
any powder in their myne,nor ſtand out the ſpringing of ours, there” $4 
was found vpon the wals 43 peeces moſt of them braſle, ſix vpon +3 
the Caſtle wall , and three vpon the plaine before the Caſtle. 'F

Before the afternonsſermon was fung the ſecond part of the 
119 Plalme. andafter the ſermon the 100 Plalme.
